Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 and 13-33 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 24, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest scheduling a 
task on one of at least two processing units having different efficiencies by sending a request 
interrupt to the at least two processors in an attribute list until one of the processors sends an 
accept interrupt to the scheduler accepting the task. 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest scheduling a task for 
execution on one of at least two processors in an order based on an attribute list comprising a 
task identification number of the task, a quantity of processors capable of executing the task, a 
processor identification number for the processors capable of executing the task, an address 
location of the task and a worst case quantity of processing unit cycles for timely executing the 
task for each of the processors capable of executing the task. 

Regarding claim 3 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a scheduler adapted 
to retrieve processing capability information from a processor attribute table, which stores 
processing requirements of a given task and processing capability for a plurality of processors, in 
an order of descending energy efficiency until one of the processors I found to possess adequate 
processing capability to execute the task. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
